2) Terrestrial Nonfood Crops: conifer and hardwood nursery seeds and seedlings
3) Seed Treatment uses on: alfalfa, barley, buckwheat, corn, dried shelled pea and bean (except for soybean) subgroup, millet

(pearl and proso), oats, potato, rice, rye, soybean, triticale, and wheat.
